the Repubiicaas. Meoibe'rs ot tbe'.lat- 
ter party in Congress have at all 
times been opposed to m.iking con- 
sideration of the league a J>arty ques- 
tion. They have insisted uj>on consid- 
ering this Instrument from the view- 
point of Americans, and the effect our 
membership in the league wiU'bave 
upon our national sovereignty, but 
President Wilson and the party of 
•which he is the titular Stead, insist 
upon drawing party lines on the is- 
sues involved. 


The Republican and several Demo- 


cratic members of the Senate are de- 
termined in their opposition to' the 
covenant in its pr&sent form. One 
group demands a separation of the 
peace pact and the" league covenant 
before either is seriously considered. 
Another group insists ui^on ratifica- 
tion ot the covenant if suSoient mod- 
ifications are made in ic vo safeguard 
American rights ami iatarests. Still 
another group, which is tbe largest of 
the three, insists upon the flat and 
final repudiation of the n-hole .propor 
sition as un-American in spirit, pur- 
pose and tendencies. 


On the other band tnr Democrats, 


•with a few exceptions, fivor the un- 
qualified endorsement af . both, the 
league and tbe peace treaty in the 
lorm reported.to the Senate by Presi- 
dent IVilfion- 'As such a eourse would 
obligate us to'take. part in every war 
that might be started in' Europe un- 
der any pretext whatever, the Repub- 
licans are entirely willing to have tha 
Democrats make the league issue par- 
tisan.

"The same power that seiit Ameri- 


can., soldiers to fight in Russia when 
we were not at war witl. that country 
•would have power andxpr the Wilson 
league to command the American boys 
to go to war in any European coun- 
try," is the way one Pennsylvania Re- 
publican has stated the proposition. 
"We want peace that will allow the 
American boys to keep out ot Euro- 
pean brawls,"- he conclcded.

"Whether this disadvan- 
tage is compensated, in the general 
economy of things, by the advantage 
of giving another hour or daylight to 
the workers in other occupations, is 
a matter both. Congress and the Presi- 
dent should determine with a. greater 
degree of exactness than either at 
this time seems to possess.

up the civilization of ttie future "b> 
opening wide Lbe doors oC her col- 
leges acd universities to students 
from all over the world' Can Ger- 
many 
reestablish aer 
educational 


prestige'and draw students to her, 
lirst from the Near East and later 
from otaer countries against whom 
she Iougn.1 in the war? Is America to 
assume tire educational leadership to 
which her new responsibilities 
call 


her? These are questions asked by 
the Bureau of Educat.on, Department 
of Uie Interior, in a special article in 
School Life, an official publication of 
the bureau 


In a letter to college and university 


officers in this country the commis- 
sioner of education writes: 


"The higher educational institutions 


of Western Europe have been pros- 
trated ny the war Large numbers of 
the leading scientists and of the 
younger men whose scientific careers 
were just beginning na\e been killed. 
Because the intellectual resources of 
the United States have not been sim- 
ilarly drained, the western nations 
are looking to the United States to 
assume tho responsibilities 
of lead- 


ership in education and in science. 
That the colleges and universities of 
the United States appreciate these re- 
sponsibilities and are endea\oring to 
meet them is evidenced by the vari- 
ous movements that have been un- 
dertaken to promote c'oser education- 
al relations between this country and 
the western allies 


'Apparently Germany expects to 


regain the influence which she forna- 
erl;. exerted o\er foreign nations by 
means of her universities, technical 
schools and scientific institutes This 
office is informed that efforts have al- 
ready ben made by German educa- 
tional 
nstuuturns to recover their 


clientele of foreign students, especial- 
ly from the countries in the Near 
East adjacent to or contiguous to 
Germany. There is, of course, no im- 


mediate prospect that she could make 
a successful appeal to the students of 
Great Britain, France or Italy. Stu- 
dents and young scientists an Czecho- 
slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Russia, Rou- 
mania and western Asia aie much 
more likely to be drawn to German 
universities and to technical schools 
Germany Is near and they know about 
it. The cost of living is lower than 
in some o£ the i emoter countries, 
especially tie United States 
Never- 


theless, it is believed that students 
from, these countries would gladly 
come to the United States if they 
were familiar wttli its ducatioDal op- 
portunities, and particularly i£ tfiey 
could be assured, of sufficient mearas 
to complete their education Evident- 
ly, at is desirable that the tide of 
students should be turned this way 
rather tian to Germauy. Moreover, 
the countries themselves need assist- 
ance To renter th-is is part of the 
responsibility involved in our new 
position of leadership 


"The State Department suggests, 


and this department cor dial iy in- 
dorses its suggestion, that the col- 
lege officers of the country give this 
problem their attention. If they aie 
generally disposed to encourage the 
coming of students from these coun- 
tries by means of scholarships or spe- 
cial provisions for self-help, their of- 


j fenngs can be icported to the Bu- 
roau of Education transmitted to the 
State Department, and through the 
agents of that department brought 
to the attention of educational author- 
ities in the lands mentioned" 


In this connection the Bureau of 


Education, is revising the bulletin on 
,'Opportunities for Foreign Students 
at CoMeges and Universities in. the 
United States' and is planning the 
preparation of a vej-j much buefsr 
statement that can be translated into 
the languages oE certain of Ibe-se 
countries and distributed through the 
agents of the State Deparment.

To Make Even Buttonholes. 


In making buttonholes in eheer, soft 


material, a perfectly firm straight 
edge mac? be made by even a novice in 
buttonholes if a very fine cambric 
needle is run through the cnt from one 
end to the Oder, so that the needle Is 
directly over the opening, the button- 
holing Is done over th.e needle, then 
the needle Is pulled ont and Inserted 
again outside of tlie work, and the 
second side worked o*er It, the little 
cross-stitch at the ends being made 
while the needle Is not in place. 


Neat, Firm Buttonhole In Cloth 
Measure and mark the exact longer 


with thread ^here the buttonhole is
